Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  City  during  the  year  1955,  in  accordance  with  the  Sanitary 
Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  Circular  17/55 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
of  32,820  shows  an  increase  of  100  on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  This  population  was  accommodated  in  9,709  dwellings,  the 
average  number  of  persons  per  occupied  house  being  3.38.  The 
average  number  of  occupied  dwellings  per  acre  was  1.93. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  as  having  occurred  in  the 
City  during  the  year  was  544  ; an  increase  of  40  on  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year.  The  corrected  live  birth  rate  for  the  year  was 
15.75  per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  live  birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1955  was  15.0  per  1,000  population.  The 
ratio  of  male/female  births  was  1.125,  and  the  illegitimate  live 
births  were  4.6%  of  all  live  births. 

The  number  of  still  births  registered  was  15  ; the  still  birth 
rate  for  the  year  is,  therefore,  26.8  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still) 
births.  This  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  was  23.1 
per  1,000  total  births.  The  natural  increase  in  population,  that 
is  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  for  the  year,  was  174. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  allocated  to  the  City  for  the  year 
after  deducting  the  deaths  of  non-residents  and  adding  the  deaths 
of  residents  which  occurred  outside  of  the  City  was  370.  This  is 
a reduction  of  15  upon  the  number  in  the  previous  year.  Male 
deaths  amounted  to  195.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  City 
for  the  year  was  10.48  per  1,000  estimated  population,  the  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

The  most  frequent  cause  of  death  was  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  (heading  17),  62  deaths  being  attributed  to  this 
cause.  In  1954,  46  deaths  were  included  in  this  heading.  The 
second  most  frequent  cause  of  death  was  coronary  disease  and 
angina,  which  gave  rise  to  50  deaths.  All  forms  of  heart  disease 
(headings  Nos.  18,  19  and  20)  caused  92  deaths,  almost  one  quarter 
of  the  total. 
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Cancer  of  all  sites  caused  54  deaths,  which  was  14  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  corrected  death  rate  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  for  the  year  was  1.53  per  1,000  estimated  population. 
As  regards  deaths  from  acute  notifiable  disease,  pneumonia  was 
attributed  as  the  cause  of  26  deaths,  the  same  figure  as  in  the 
previous  year,  and  is  the  only  acute  notifiable  disease  which 
caused  death.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  (all 
forms)  was  reduced  to  6.  The  number  of  accidental  deaths  in- 
creased to  14  against  1 1 in  the  previous  year. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  number  of  infants  who  died 
before  attaining  one  year  of  age  fell  to  18,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  33  per  1,000  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1955  is  24.9  per  1,000  live  births. 


Infectious  Disease. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  acute  infectious  disease  during 
1955,  there  were  646  notifications  received,  giving  a morbidity 
rate  of  19.7  per  1,000  estimated  population.  As  the  previous  year 
was  almost  free  from  measles  an  increased  prevalence  was  expected 
in  1955. 

Dysentry  was  the  second  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  ; 
54  notifications  were  received  all  of  Sonne  type,  the  incidence 
rate  being  1.6  per  1,000  estimated  population.  In  the  previous 
year  only  10  notifications  of  dysentery  were  received. 

After  many  years  of  complete  freedom  from  para  typhoid 
fever  the  disease  reappeared  at  the  time  that  I was  appointed 
Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  As  a result  of  the  information 
already  obtained,  the  source  of  infection  seemed  to  be  connected 
with  a particular  school  canteen. 

Specimens  of  faeces  from  all  members  of  the  staff  were 
obtained  and  a positive  result  was  obtained  from  one  of  the 
canteen  staff  who  was  immediately  prohibited  from  work.  Having 
regard  to  the  possibility  of  missed  cases,  it  was  decided  to  examine 
specimens  of  stools  from  each  child  in  attendance  at  the  school. 
Where  a positive  result  was  obtained  home  contacts  were  followed 
up. 

Altogether  22  infected  persons  were  discovered.  As  a result 
of  the  action  taken,  the  infection  was  controlled  before  it  had 
opportunity  to  establish  itself  in  the  population.  Only  8 cases 
were  notified. 

I must  acknowledge  the  willing  co-operation  I received  from 
all  members  of  the  school  staff  and  school  authority  in  this 
investigation  and  from  Dr.  Christie,  Bacteriologist  to  the  Hereford 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  his  staff. 
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The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  remained  almost  unchanged, 
19  notifications  being  received,  compared  with  18  in  the  previous 
year.  There  was  some  increase  in  the  incidence  of  pneumonia, 
13  notifications  were  received  ; onlv  8 were  received  in  1954. 
Unfortunately,  this  disease  was  responsible  for  26  deaths.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  incidence  of  acute  poliomyelitis  in  the 
City  was  very  light,  only  one  case  of  non-paralytic  disease  occurred. 

Housing. 

As  a result  of  my  work  in  the  City,  I have  been  convinced 
that  the  provision  of  many  more  new  dwellings  is  needed.  There 
are  still  families  who  have  not  homes  of  their  own,  and  too  many 
families  are  obliged  to  occupy  sub-standard  accommodation. 
Continued  house  erection  over  a period  of  time,  probably  chiefly 
by  the  City  Council,  will  be  necessary  before  this  need  can  be 
satisfied.  Nevertheless,  significant  progress  was  made  during 
the  year,  the  number  of  occupied  dwellings  increased  by  236. 

I very  much  regret  that  my  colleague,  Dr.  R.  T.  Thompson , 
has  been  obliged,  through  ill  health,  to  resign  his  appointment  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  his  illness,  I have  had  the 
honour  to  act  in  that  capacity,  and  take  this  opportunity  of 
placing  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy,  help  and 
support  which  has  always  been  shown  to  me  by  the  Mayor,  Aider- 
men  and  members  of  the  City  Corporation.  I must  also  thank 
all  the  Officers  who  have,  at  all  times,  most  willingly  assisted  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  In  addition  I wish  to  thank  the 
City  Surveyor  for  the  assistance  he  has  given  me  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.  It  would  be  a serious  omission  if  I did  not  also 
express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  willing  and  capable  assistance  they  have 
given  me.

Section  B. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  reconstruction 
of  the  River  Intake  and  the  other  new  works  at  Broomy  Hill. 
It  had  been  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  work  would  have  been 
completed  during  1955,  but  it  now  appears  that  it  will  be  about 
the  middle  of  1956  before  the  contractors  have  finished  their  task. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Roads  and  Waterworks  Committee  in 
November,  the  City  Surveyor  was  instructed  to  prepare  a detailed 
report  on  further  extensive  reorganisation  at  the  Broomy  Hill 
works  and  the  provision  of  extended  distribution  mains,  etc. 
The  proposals  as  affecting  the  Broomy  Hill  works  will  result  in  a 
complete  modernisation  and  the  establishment  of  works  capable 
of  supplying  a maximum  of  5 million  gallons  per  day,  whilst  the 
alterations  and  improvements  in  the  distribution  system  would 
enable  improved  and  additional  supplies  to  be  afforded  to  resi- 
dential and  industrial  areas  within  the  City,  and  enable  consider- 
ably greater  areas  of  the  Rural  District  to  be  afforded  supplies  of 
water. 

The  matter  of  diesel  generation  has  not  proceeded  any  further 
although  the  Council  have  not  dismissed  this  possibility. 

The  year  has  seen  much  activity  on  the  distribution  side  of 
the  undertaking  particularly  in  respect  of  both  Council  and  private 
housing  development.  A summary  of  the  mains  extensions  which 
have  been  carried  out  is  as  follows  : — - 

Whitecross  Estate — 8",  6",  4",  3". 

Panson  Estate — 4",  3". 

Lichfield  Avenue — 4". 

Tupsley  Estate — 6",  4",  3". 

Hazel  Grove — 3". 

Bryant  Estates  (Moreland  Avenue) — 4",  3". 

Hereford  Developments  Ltd.  (Upper  Ledbury  Road) — 3". 

The  above  have  of  course  involved  the  laying  of  a large 
number  of  services  and  a further  50  services  have  been  carried  out 
for  private  development  as  distinct  from  estate  work. 
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Further  work  carried  out  includes  the  laying  of  pipework  at 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  the  erection  of  pumphouse,  pump 
and  pipework  at  the  Cattle  Market  for  the  new  supply  to  the 
Attested  Cattle  Sheds,  etc.,  and  various  amendments  to  the  water 
supply  at  Foxley  Estate.  A 4"  main  extension  has  been  made 
near  “ The  Copelands/’  Holmer,  to  afford  a further  bulk  supply 
point  to  Hereford  Rural  District  Council. 

The  hydrant  conversion  scheme  has  resulted  in  200  further 
ball  hydrants  being  converted  to  the  valve  type  hydrant  under  the 
arrangements  with  the  County  Council.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
there  only  remain  some  20-30  hydrants  to  convert  to  complete  the 
scheme. 


Bacteriological  Examinations 

City  Supply 

Ninety-eight  samples  of  the  treated  water  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

Streptococci  were  absent  from  10.0  ml.  in  all  samples. 

Coliform  bacilli  were  absent  from  100  ml.  in  all  but  5 samples.

All  premises  in  the  City,  with  the  exception  of  7 houses 
supplied  from  wells,  receive  the  supply  direct  from  the  Corporation 
water  mains. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  water  in  the  swimming  pool  is  filtered  and  chlorinated. 
As  a routine,  samples  of  the  water  are  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  monthly.  Streptococci  were  absent  in  all  the 
samples,  but  coliform  bacilli  were  present  in  one  sample.  Contact 
was  made  with  the  Baths  Superintendent  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

New  sewering  activities  have  been  undertaken  on  Council 
housing  estates  and  there  have  been  no  unusual  activities  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  the  sewerage  system. 

The  anticipated  start  on  the  Northern  Area  Sewer  has  not 
yet  been  made  but  sufficient  progress  in  the  preparation  of  the 
details  has  materialised  and  a start  will  be  made  early  in  1956. 

There  have  been  no  major  developments  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.

In  the  main  the  houses  having  common  conveniences  are  old 
properties  and  may  be  subject  to  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

There  are  no  waste  water  closets  in  the  City. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

There  is  nothing  of  particular  significance  to  report  in  con- 
nection with  either  the  collection  or  disposal  of  refuse  except  to 
say  that  the  recovery  of  salvageable  materials  has  continued  with 
financial  benefit  to  the  Council.  The  stability  of  the  market  for 
the  disposal  of  waste  paper  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
twelve  months. 

There  has  been  some  uncertainty  in  connection  with  the 
production  of  concentrated  pig  food  and  the  demand  has  varied 
throughout  the  year.  On  a number  of  occasions  it  has-been 
necessary  to  advertise  the  product,  but  such  measures  have  only 
met  with  a very  limited  success.

Caravan  Sites 

Caravan  sites  and  camping  grounds  are  governed  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  by  the  Hereford  Corporation  Act,  1936, 
by  the  Town  Planning  Act,  1947  and  by  Byelaws  made  under 
the  two  former  Acts. 
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The  Public  Health  Act  and  Byelaws  control  the  sanitary 
provisions,  water  supply  and  infectious  diseases.  The  Hereford 
Corporation  Act  and  Byelaws  define  camping  grounds  and  give 
power  to  license  such  sites  within  prescribed  areas  in  the  City, 
and  to  apply  conditions  of  licence  where  granted.  The  Town 
Planning  Act  deals  with  the  siting  of  caravans  and  general 
amenities. 

During  the  year  one  camping  ground  to  accommodate  100 
caravans  and  one  to  accommodate  12  caravans  were  licensed. 
The  Conditions  of  Licence  were  complied  with  in  both  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  Camping  Grounds  25  Caravans  are  sited  in 
different  parts  of  the  City.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  1.52%  of  all  dwellings 
and  10.41%  of  all  business  and  industrial  premises  in  the  City 
were  treated  for  infestations  of  rats  or  mice.  Of  agricultural 
properties  (including  piggeries)  13.64%  were  found  to  be  infested. 
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It  will  be  noted  also  that  there  were  no  major  rat  or  mice 
infestations. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work  the  City  sewers  were  treated 
once  during  the  year.  Recordings  of  sewer  treatments  show  that 
the  infestations  are  very  small. 

PESTS  CONTROL 

In  addition  to  the  service  for  rats  and  mice  destruction  the 
Department  operates  a service  for  the  control  of  insect  pests. 
Advice  is  given  on  methods  to  eradicate  most  known  insects  found 
in  and  about  dwellings  and  other  premises.  Where  requested, 
destruction  of  such  pests  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department 
at  agreed  charges.
